came (Polish coal was needed 
for the German’ war machine). 
Other thousands set off on foot, 
goaded by hunger, battling with 
sickness, seeking food, warmth, 
and a roof over their heads. A 
whole . population of nomads, 
men and women, old and young, 
families with their small children, 
moved along the roads of Poland 
towards the interior. 

Many of them took with them 
metal objects of one sort or an- 
other which they had saved from 
the wreck of their homes, hop- 
ing to get food from the invad- 
ers in exchange for the metal. 
Such hopes were usually dis- 
appointed. The Nazi authorities 
accepted the metal, but more 
often than not drove off the 
Polish owners with their Filles.

Hemmed in the Mediter- 
ranean by the Allied strength at 
Gibraltar and in the Suez, her 
oversea trade is almost entirely 
gone. She will have to live on 
her hump. Germany has added 
o her own. stocks by supphics 
gained"in raids on neighbouring 
countries—Denmark, Norway, ana 
the Low Countries. But it is hara 
to see how, or even where, Italy 
could gain similar additions by 
attempts at similar raids. The 
countries near her are either poor 
or well defended, 


Balkan Markets 


Perhaps Italy may hope to add 
to her supplies more or less peace- 
fully from the Balkan countries, 
falling into any 
wishful thought that Germany anc 
Italy may bicker—it is none the 
jess true that as Italy seeks tc 
develop her purchases in the Bal- 
kan markets she will be compet-| 
ing with German demands, Ai 
any rate,-even if there is no com- 
petition between them, even 
if there is an arrangement, 
both. countries will be draw- 


“jing froin “a” common “pool, “a “poo. 


which is almost the only one lef 
to them now that the -Mediterran- 
ean is closed. 

Until Mussolini's * “irrevocable 
decision” caused the gates to be 
closed, Italy got-by far the greater 
part of her imports from  coun- 
tries out-side the Mediterranean. 
In 1938 she imported 1,571,000 
quintals of raw cotton, Of these 
at least 1,537,000 quintals ' came 
from Allied countries and from 
neutrals outside the Mediterran- 
can. She. imported 14,742,000 
quintals of crude oil; of these over 
13,500,000 came from Allied or ex- 
The 
same .proportions are true for 
scrap iron and raw wool, and are 
almost as high for iron ore. These 
figures show what the closing ot 
the Mediterranean gates means foi 
Italy in the long run. 

The Allied- naval sentinels at 
each end of the sea will now ap- 
ply the contraband control auto- 
matically. Even within the Me- 
diterranean Allied warships 
may be expected to stop sup- 
plies which Italy. may hope to 
get from her own possesslons or 
from neutral States around the 


sea. 
Poor Credit | 


Of her coal imports, the 3,000,- 
000. tons which she used to obtain 
from the United Kingdom : will 
now be cut off. Although her 
strenuous. efforts to get German, 
coal have been successful so far, 
it seems unlikely that the level of 
supply will be maintained. Lack 
of trucks is being felt. In addi- 
tion the German railway system 
has. been showing increasing signs 
of strain, and the Ffankfort-Basle 
section which carries 40 per cent. 
of the coal to Italy is highly vul- 
nerable. 

The maximum capacity of the 
Italian steel industry is 4,000,000 
tons a year, but the highest out-
